Different Light for Different Needs 


We turn indoors now for m any of our pleasures as well as our every. 
lay living; and light, artificial light, becomes very im portant. 
Light is a fascinating subject as it may m ake or m ar the beauty 
of your house; clothe you in beauty o r—aw ful thought 
— bring out your defects; be a comfort to your eyes, 
or be harm ful to your eyes. So let’s discuss the differ­ 
ent uses you should m ake of light by classifying them 
to suit your needs. T here is Light for Conversation, 
Light for Reading and Sewing, L ight fo r Dining, 
Light for W riting and Study, L ight for Games, Light 
for Dressing. Today let’s tak e the first three begin­ 
ning with: 


Light for Conversation 


When you are talking with friends, o r listening 
to the radio, you obviously only need enough light 
to make your surroundings pleasant and cheerful. 
F o r this you require w hat is known as general illumi­ 
nation—given by indirect lighting, by the right kind 
of sidelights supplemented by some lamps, or en tire­ 
ly by lamps, judiciously placed a t different points in the room. Use w hat 
amounts to 125 w atts to 150 w a tts distributed around the room: two 
50 w atts in a lam p near chair (only one turned on), two 25 w atts in side­ 
light or ceiling fixture (both turned 
on), and a couple of 40 o r 60 w atts 
in other lamps. 


Light for Reading

lamps in your living room, con-

A reading lamp for 
the table should be 23 inches high 
and should contain tw o 60 w att 
bulbs. O r use floor or table L E .S. 
lamps with the broad shade and 
inner bowl which throw s light both 
to ceiling and on the book without 
plare. In such lam ps if they have the IOO, 200 and 300 w att tvpe of bulb, 
, ou can turn the switch up for reading and down for general illumination. 
Light for Dining 


F o r dining, as for conversation, a pleasant diffused light is desirable. 
Use one of the indirect lighting fixtures which throw the light to the 
reding and allow only a soft glow to fall upon the table, and your eyes. 
Dr, in a period room, a chandelier with candle bulbs. 
For direct light on the table nothing is sc p retty or attractiv e as two 
o r j o u r candles. In small houses with wide opening from living m o n to 
c a m is room there is often sufficient “general illumine lion” Lv:n the 
living room and only candies arc lid d e d
